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BAYARD) IN BROOKLYN. 


Senator Bayard and Governor Abbett Speak 
for Cleveland. 

Brook.yn, September 17.—At the democratic 
mass meeting at the rink in Brooklyn, under 
the auspices of the democratic general com- 
mittee, Senator Bayard spoke toa much larger 
audience than met General Hawley, when he 
spoke two weeks ago at the same place for the 
republican nominees. The hall was packed. 
Mr. Bayard was escorted by the Anderson le- 
gion, in uniform, from the city hall. The 
meeting was called to order by Mr. Augustus 
Van Wyck, president ef the democratic gen- 
eral committee. 

After considerable waiting, Senator Bayard 
entered, attired in regulation full dress. He 
was accompanied by Congressman Robinson 
and Mrs Parnell. Many other prominent 
democrats were on the platform. The senator 
was received with extraordinary enthusiasm. 
He opened his speech with hearty thanks for 
the reception accorded him, andsaid the 
canvass contained unwelcome forces, the 
attempt is being made to array class against 
class. He deprecated and denounced it as 
un-American’ The power of this  gov- 
ernment is for all, and cannot be used against 
any. He denounced the attempt to persuade 
the people thatthere were any differences 
between the native and adopted citizens of 
this country. Judicious reforms, he said, 
could restore the government, which is the 
noblestever conceived. The republican party 
recognized differences of classes and interests 
for the purpose of perpetuating their hold of 
power. He called it the mercenary idea of 
politics, 

‘“‘We deny,” he continued, “that this is a 
government to bring the greatest good to the 
greatest number. We claim -that the govern- 
ment is for all alike.’’ 

“The star route and other systems of plun- 
derings,’’ he added, “‘are valine outgrowths 
of the beliefof republicanism that there are 
classes difference. All the scoundrels who 
have so robbed the people will be found voting 
for Blaine with the aki of perpetuating their 
epportunities. Government contracts are 
granted only to men who will share the prof- 
its with those who award them, or are forced 
to contribute to campaign funds and other 
means of perpetuating a power which exists 
on the diiferences of classes.

‘This is the secret of the entire absence of the 
American mercantile marine.

He was a man of 
sound intellect, indefatigable industry, who 
formed sound opinions, and has the courage to 
stand by them.

INDIAN LANDS. 


A Decision Concerning the Right to Lease 
them for Cattle Grazing. 

Sr. Lovis, September 17.—In the case of 
Colonel E. C. Boudinot against Robert D. 
Hunter, A. G. Evans and H. L. Newman, 
well known cattlemen, to recover $1,000 as a 
enalty for attempting to lease grazing 
fonda trom the Cherokee Indians in vio- 
lation to the United States statutes, Judge 
Brewer, in the United States circuit court to- 
day, rendered a decision on the demurrer of 
defendants that a mere attempt to negotiate a 
lease of lands was not a _ violation of 
the statutes and dismissed the com- 
lainant. Hunter and his associates 
eeaad some 6,000,000 acres of land 
from. the chief of the Cherokees for 
grazing purposes and although Judge 
Brewer states that in his decision that the va- 
lidity of the leases obtained, and the question 
whether they can be vacated, was not before 
the court, the defendants consider that they 
have won a great victory, and that the decis- 
ion to-day virtually settles the question of 
their right to lease land from the Indians, 
and they will go on and. establish their 
ranches and graze the cattle. 

Four other suits against the same parties, 
involving the same question, are ordered to 
follow this case.

The Tonnage Swindlers. 
Wasurncrox, September 17.—The deputy 


commissioner of navigation has dceided that - 


vessels fraudulently tonnaged for the purpose 
of reducing their tonnage must be admeas- 
ured without regard to the tonnage, and pay 
tonnage fees accordingly. It has been the 
practice in some cases to reduce the tonnage 
of the holds by nailing on false flooring aud 
ceiling, the object being to avoid the payment 
of legal tonnage dues, or to reduce the ton- 
nage so as to avoid certain requirements, local 
or otherwise, or else to obtain certain privi- 
leges accorded to vessel’s small tonnage. Thus 
vessels under five tons are exempt from 
license, and under ten exempt from certain re- 
strictions in the oyster business. The law re- 
quires the actual tonnage to be ascertained.

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A JEALOUS HUSBAND'S RAGE. 


He Killsa Friend Whom He Suspected of 
Betraying His Wife.

MeCoy feilto the floor a senseless heap, and 
in & few minutes Aaron Herch, a 
middle aged man employed 
Hessler as a farm laborer, rushed in, 
and, seeing what had happened, was about to 
pick up the sensedess McCoy, when Hessler 
cried: “Let him lie there, or I’ll put you 
along with him.” Herch fled from the room 
and aroused the neighborhood, who marched 
to the Hessler house, and the four boldest of 
them entered. They found Hessler lying 
on the bed gazing at the inanimate bodies 
of his wife and his victim. 
Hessler surrendered himself, saying 
that aby man would do as he had done. Mrs.

While 
her husband claims to have conclusive proof 
of her guilt she denies that her relations with 
McCoy were other than friendly, saying, by 
way of explanation, that he had been a friend 
ior many years, and had invited him up- 
stairs when he called.

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FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION. 
Tear Away Everything 
Around, 

Harrissvec, Pa., September 17,—A special 
to the Patriot from Lykens says a terrific 
boiler explosion occurred last evening at Ly- 
kens valley colliery, owned by the Pennsyl- 
Vania railroaéd company. The explosion 
occurred a little after 5 o’clock, and was heard 
jor many miles. Had it taken place half an 
hour later the loss of life “eld undoubtedly 
have been great. The explosion was caused 
by a defective boiler. Four boilers exploded 
together, throwing the iron and lumber in 
every direction for several hundred yards. 
The explosion has caused a total suspension 
of work at Lykens valley colliery for several 
days. The shut down will last several weeks. 
Paul Schultz, Joseph Dunlap and George 
Bright were somewhat painfully injured by 
being bruised and sealded. The only person 
mortally wounded is Elmer Koncher, the 
driver boy, whose flesh was burned off his 
body. Healso sustained ‘internal injuries, 
and its thought he cannot live. He resided 
at Coaldale. Loss $10,000, without taking 
into consideration the loss from the idle mines.

THE RECORD OF CHOLERA 
FRANCE AND ITALY. 


IN 


The Scenes in Naples—Burning Sulphur on the 
Streets—-A Poet’s Work for the Sick—Dispers- 
ing Keligious Processions—A Mob at 
W ork— Other Foreign News. 


Loxpvon, September 17.—The cholera epi- 
demic continues to abate in Naples. There is 
a marked decrease in the number of fresh 
cases and deaths. Great quantities of sulphur 
are still burnt, with a view of purifying the 
atmosphere. Considerable apprehension is 
felt lest the epidemic may gain renewed force 
from the excesses which are likely to attend 
the feast of San Genvaro on the 18th. |The 
Poet Cavalotte has arrived here with four 
squadrons of men from Milan and Tuscany, 
mostly Garabaldins, to assist in  car- 
ing for the sick. Cavalotte himself 
is at the Madalena. hospital, where he is, put- 
ting forth every effort in aid of the sufferers. 
The police dispersed the religious procession, 
the etlicacy of which the lower class so devout- 
ly believe, but shrines are still placed in vari- 
ous parts of the town, and are frequented by 
throngs of pr ye nen Outbreaks of violence 
on the part of the ignorant rabble still occur. 
At Giffoni a mob opened the lazaretto, liberated 
the people who were there for treatment, and 
threw the beds into the streets. The cordon 
about Spezia has been relaxed. Persons are 
now allowed to leave by’sea after a quarantine 
of a fortnight. 

Reports frem 16 towns in the south of France 
make a total of thirty deaths from cholera dur- 
ing the past twenty-four hours. No deaths 
occurred at Toulon. 

Among the victims of the epidemic in Na- 
ot 8 to-day, was the Hawaian prince, who had 

een ill for some days past. 

The reports of cholera from the provinces 
for to-day are as follows: 

Fresh cases—Bergamo 12, Caserta 4, Cremo- 
na 5, Cuneo 17, Genoa 13, Spezia ll, Naples 
province 51, Naples city 463. 

Deaths—Bergamo 3, Caserta 2, Cremona 1, 
Cuneo 12, Genoa 2, Spezia 10, Naples province 
25, Naples city 265. 

Four other provinces, five fresh cases and 
one death. . 

In the department of the eastern Pyreneers 
there were 18 deaths. 

The police of Naples have been ordered, if 
they. find it necessary, to forcibly prevent any 
further religious processions, whisk, it is offi- 
cially declared, are promoted for sordid specu- 
lation. Barracks are being erected on the 
campo merta, to shelter the most indigent 
families, now inhabiting pestilential garrets.

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THE BELGIAN PROBLEM. 


The King Declares His Purpose to Remaina 
Constitutional Monarch, 

sRUSSELS, September 17.—-The agitation in 
regard to the new education bill, which the 
king has already signed, still continues. To- 
day the mayors of Brussels, Ghent, Liege, 
Mons, Arlon and Antwerp were granted an 
audience by the king. The mayor of Brus- 
sels acting as spokesman for all, uttered a 
strong protest against-the bill. The deputa- 
tion for which he spoke, he said, represented 
*20 communes, with a population of 2,800,000. 
The king, in reply, said he had received num- 
érous petitions also in favor of the bill. It was 
his duty to comply with the national will, 
which was expressed by the majority in par- 
liament. He would always scrupulously ob- 
serve the duties of a constitutional monarch, 
and so remain faithful to his oath. He should 
continue in the future as in the past to spare 
no parliamentary regime.. He would treat all 
Belgians alike. In exercising his prerogatives 
1e served Belgium, not one 
political arty, but both, and 
with Belgium the noble cause of liberty, to 
which be was deeply and steadfastly devoted. 
Dense crowds collected about the palace dur- 
ing the audience of the mayors, and loudly 
cheered these gentlemen as they came out.

The French Army Land and Route the

French troops landed to-day at Kiopoi Pass on 
Min river, below Foo Chow, and attacked the 
Chinese.

_Sxiernavic, September 17.—The local po- 
lice were advised from Vienna that dynamite 
would be found secreted in the coa] carried 
by the locomotives. The police at once made 
a careful examination of the coal supplies, on 
the locomotives reaching this point, but dis- 
covered nothing of a suspicious nature.

It will be interesting, as well as amusing, 
to watch the course of the republican papers 
with respect to the new installment, of 
Mulligan letters that has just been made 
public. Something must be done about 
them, but whether that something is to be 
the eloquent silence of the New York Trib- 
une, or whether it is to run parallel with the 
impudence of Brother Blaine himself, re- 
mains to be seen. - 

But, whatever defense is made, there can 
be no doubt that the unexpected publication 
of this new series of letters must have the 
effect of demoralizing the republican can- 
vass, destroying the plans of the republican 
leaders and upsetting their calculations.

They show 
that Mr. Blaine gave false testimony before 
the house investigating committee, and es- 
tablish the fact that he bartered away his 
personal and official integrity in order to 
make-money. They show that every charge 
that has been made against Mr. Blaine by 
the republicans who opposed his nomina- 
tion is true; they show that the corrupt 
leaders of a corrupt party are endeavoring to 
place in the highest office in the gift of the 
people a man who was not only willing but 
anxious to sell his influence—a man who, for 
the sake of gain, was ready to cast “‘an anchor 
to windward”’ for the benefit of those who 
had placed him in the way of making money 
by using the speaker's chair as a sort of 
stock-jobbing exchange. 

In his testimony before the investigating

Ihave this moment written to Mr, Caldwell 
suggesting that in case I can arrange a meeting in 
this city next week with Colonel Thomas A. Scott 
tocome on here, I hayesome reason for believing 
thata very advantageous arrangemcnt may be 
made for taking, say, $300,000. Let me have an 
accurate and reliable statement ol 
your financial condition and I can 
do something, I feel very sanguine, 
with Thomas A, Scott. I think ydu will not deem 
me unreasonable whenI again and {persistently 
urge that I ought to have given notes for the $25,- 
000, and that I ought also to have the $82,000 bonds, 
which were made by yourself and Mr. Caldwell the 
express basis of the $25,000 loan. I do not believe 
your company has a stronger or more eqntitable 
and legalclaim than mine, while its personal hard- 
ships tome are bitter and burning,and humiliating 
to the last degree. Sincerely your friend, 

JAMES G. BLAINE. 

This loan of $25,000 and the sale of $100,000 
bonds to Tom Scott, gave Mr. Blaine a sort of 
lien and claim on the gratitude of Caldwell 
and Fisher, and he stirs them up about it. 
To this Fisher responds: 

I have loaned you at various times, when you 
were comparatively poor, very large sums of 
money, and never have you paid me one dollar 
from your own pocket, either principal or interest. 
1 have paid sundry amounts to others to whom 
you were indebted, and these debts you have 
allowed to stand unpaid, like the notes which I 
hold. I have placed you in positions whereby you 
have received very large sums of money without 
one dollar of expense to you, and you ought not to 
forget the act on my part. Of all the parties con- 
nected with the Little Rock and Fort Smith no one 
has been so fortunate as yourself in making 
money out of it. You obtained subscriptions 
from your friends in Maine for the building of the 
Little Rock and Fort Smith railroad. Out of their 
subscriptions you obtained a large amount, both 
of bonds and money, free of cost to you. I have 
your Own figures, and know the amount. Owing 
to your political position you were able to work 
off all your bonds at a very high price, and the fact 
is well known to others as well as myself. Would 
your friends in Maine be satisfied if they knew the 
facts? Are my associates satisfied to have you ob- 
tain $25,000 for Northern Pacific railroad, and you 
not make the investment as per agreement? The 
course you have thought proper to take in regard to 
my request is rather a poor one, taking your rela- 
tions with me, and I again ask you to reconsider 
itand grantit. You will find it much easier to 
pay by obtaining the credit, and I selected that 
course thinking it to be the best. If you again 
cecline, I shall be obliged to use the notes or sell 
them to outside purchasers. Necessity knows no 
law. Whatever bonds still due to you will be de 
livered as the road progresses. To the other por- 
tions of your letter I make no reply. You know 
the facts; it is sufficient that I know them, and it 
is useless to mention them at this time. Please 
snswer at once.

DEMOCRATIC PROSPECTS IN THE WEST. 

With cooler weather the campaign, which 
has been the dullest ever known, is warming 
up, and yery active work is expected on both 
sides. The people, too, begin to take an 
interest in the contest, and the quiet citizen 
will not be apt to get much rest until the 
ballots are cast in November. The latest in- 
stallment of Mulligan letters has been a wet 
blanket upon the republicans, but they will 
doubtless rally enough to make the contest 
interesting. 

There is undoubtedly great uneasiness 
among the republican managers over the 
condition of public sentiment in some of the 
western states. So alarmed are they that 
they proj ose to send their candidate on a 
stumping tour through some of those states. 
States that have heretofore been considered 
safely republican are now wavering, and 
there is danger the bottom will drop out. 
The democratic-greenback combination in 
Michigan has taken that state clear out of the 
republican list and placed it in the column 
of doubtful states. Even this much is con- 
ceded by candid republican observers. 

The candidature of St. John gives the dem- 
ocrats altogether the best chance in Wis- 
consin. Not only will the St. John vote be 
large—fully fourteen thousand, nearly 
all republicans—but the Germans are 
going in 4a body to Cleveland. 
The latter are alarmed by the aggressiveness 
of the prohibitionists, and they find their 
best chance’is in the democratic ranks. We 
believe Cleveland will carry Wisconsin. The 
Indiana campaign is also looking well. Nor 
is the fight in Ohio’ by any means hopeless. 
The republicans are filling the state with 
speakers, and are spending money freely, 
having the government and the office-holders 
to draw from. Itshould be remembered that 
while Governor Hoadly had a plurality of 
12.000, his majority was only 1,300. If, how- 
eyer, the Germans continue to yote with the 
democrats, the state will go democratic in 
October.

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THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The corn crop is now safe from frost, and 
the estimated yield is 1800 million bushels, 
or about 250 million more than last year. It 
is the largest crop of corn in the history of 
the country. This means an immense sup- 
ply of beef and pork for home use and for 
export. Together with the wheat crop it 
means cheap food for the people of. this 
country. The surplus of both wheat and 
corn will be solarge that the chief problem 
in the northwest relates now to a market for 
it. Food products are however always sale- 
able at some price, and great crops are very 
apt in some way to bring to the people con- 
tentment, if not prosperity. A crop of over 
500 million bushels of wheat and another of 
1800 million bushels of corn are bound to tell 
in the trade of the fall and winter. The Lon- 
don agent of the agricultural department 
says Europe will need 180 million bushels of 
wheat from foreign sources; and if the 
farmers of the northwest are wise, they will 
not higgle over the price in filling the order. 
We have just about that amount to spare. 

The other great export crop, cotton,is com- 
ing on fairly well. The agricultural depart- 
ment looks foracrop of 6,250,000 bales, as 
against 5,714,052 last year. This estimate is 
based on reports receiyed on the first of the 
month. Whatever the crop may prove to be, 
there will be a market for all 
of it at fair prices; for the consumption of 
the world is fully keeping pace with produc- 
tion. The rest of the world is growing less 
cotton, and the increased supply is drawn 
from this country. Statistics show that the 
production of manufactured cotton goods is 
doubled every twenty years. The population 
of the world is not increasing at that rate, but 
the world’s peeple are consuming each year 
more cotton goods per capita, and the result 
is, there is very little danger of growing more 
cotton than the world wants at some price. 
Great Britain alone takes nearly 4,000,0000 
bales, or one-half more than she did two 
years ago. 

There is nothing in the situation to dis- 
courage our people. They will be able to buy 
meats and flour and corn at unprecedentedly 
low rates, and there is no reason to believe 
their cotton will go a-begging. Now that 
confidence is supposed to be restored and the 
panic handed over to history, there is no rea- 
son why money should be tight. Says the 
New York Herald of last Sunday: ‘Up tothe 
present time the demand from the interior 
for currency has been exceedingly small, and 
can hardly be said to have affected the hold- 
ings of the city banks, It may be looking 
somewhat ahead, but we believe that a glut 
of capital seeing investment will be a marked 
feature during the coming year.’’ Money 
should not be allowed to lie idle in New 
York when the south needs it, and a new 
movement may set in with the fall tradé that 
will brighten faces that have been too 
elongated for comfort these many months. 
At any rate the fall and winter trade 
promises well, and when the cotton crop has 
been turned into money, that money will of 
course go intocirculation. Theidle currency 
of New York will then fill the pockets of 
southern farmers and business men,

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MR. GEORGE W. CABLE delivered an address be- 
fore the Social Science convention at Saratoga last 
week, The address has not been printed as the 
author reserved it for future use.

tower fellin the direction of Johnson & Harris’ 
store, and in falling struck against the ‘de 
graph and telephone wires, which broke the fall 
somwhat and caused the tower to bend under 
Otherwise it would have struck against Ralston 
halland Johnson & Harris’s store and great dam- 
age *yonld have been done to the building, with 
loss of life. Had the tower fallen in any other 


direction than it did it would h 
handsome stores, as there was no wire we ~ 
pede the fall. In falling the top of the tower 
struck a wagon and crushed it into splinters The 
negro driver jumped off the wagon and was un- 
hurt and the mule hitched to the w 
injury. The mule attache 
dray of Johnson & Harris was ¢ 
in the face by a piece of iron and frightfully out 
Several bones were also broken. The horse ate 
tached to a hack standing near, when he saw the 
tower falling, became frightened and ran away 
breaking up the hack and throwing out the negrs 
driver, hurting him slightly. The tower in fail- 
ing broke down several telegraph and telephone 
poles, and broke nine telegraph wires and a mass 
of telephone wires. The electric lights were burn- 
ing when the tower fell, and instantly the lights 
went out, enveloping the city in darkness, A few 
moments afterward nab 
THE ELECTRIC LIGHT DARTED 
along the heap of fallen iron, illaminating the 
surroundings. The cause of the accident wag 
most wonderful. A small boy was riding a run- 


away horse, and the animal brushed against one 
of the sides or tripods of the tower, and the horse 
rushed on down the street with the boy, showin 
no effects of having struck the tower hard. Sud 
denly the tower was seen to totter, and appeared 
to give way and bend about fifty feet above the 
ground, and then fell with a tremendous egagh, 
It is said that one of the rods of the tower, where 
it entered the ground, was defective, and the 
threads had been cut too deep, which caused the 
tower to fall when the horse struck it. The tower 
was erected by the Elgin Tower company, ata 
cost of fifteen hundred dollars. Much of the 
tower is injured beyond repair.

Dead Hogs in the Potomac, 

WASHINGTON, September 17.—Reports reached 
this city a few daysago that farmers in Virginia 
and Maryland, living along the Potomac river and 
Chesapeake and Ohio canals,whose hogs died from 
cholera which is raging in that _ section, 
haye been throwing dead, hogs into the river 
and canals. As the Potomoc river is the sole source 
of water supply in this city, the health officers felt 
called upon to make investigation, and to-day Dr. 

He 
returned to-night, and says he found there had 
been but little exaggeration in the reports; that

river and canal terrible. Dr. Townsend will have 
a conference with the district commissioners to- 
morrow, in order to lay the matter before them, 
and take steps to prevent further pollution of the 
city’s drinking water, and to clean the river oi 
the dead hogs now floating in it.
